IN obedience to your Excellency’s commands, I have surveyed that part of the Castle in llie 
Upper Court, which is over the Public Drawing Rooms, also the upper Floor and Roof of the 
Western range, and of the return on the North side, as far as the Bedford Tower; these Three 
Divisions being what now remain in a state of dilapidation, the roofing, the slating, and. the upper 
Floors being all in a state of progressive decay, it is with continued expense and difficulty that they 
can be kept in any degree habitable. 

There are also repairs required to the Timbers and Ceiling of the Presence Chamber, which are 
giving way. The principal beam being cracked in the middle, and sunk fifteen iuches frorft its 
straight line, it is kept from falling by temporary fastenings of timber, that cannot long be 
depended upon, and should be forthwith secured. The Portico is in a dangerous state, and 
leaning forward upwards of three inches beyond its perpendicular position, and every day 
becoming worse; this will require immediate attention. The Flooring and Windows of the State 
Apartments are much decayed, and require to be repaired, and replaced where necessary. 

These are the works now useful and. necessary for the preservation and security of the Castle 
buildings. The other parts of this quadrangle have at different periods been new roofed, and the 
Attic Stories improved, by elevating the front wall, and substituting proper windows, instead of the 
dormant ones formerly placed in the roof, which has added to the convenience and comfort within,

as well as to the appearance on the outside of those buildings ; and it is proposed to improve the 
buildings at present under consideration, in a similar manner. The apartments of the Chief 
Secretary were entirely new built from the foundation, during the administrations of I. ord Cornwallis 
and Lord Hardwicke ; and also the upper part of the North range, as fur as the South-east angle. 
Jn Lord Talbot's time, the improvement was continued from that angle as far as the Presence 
Chamber ; and plans and estimates for completing the remainder, are now submitted to your 
Excellency. 

These Plans can be put into execution conveniently, by doing one division in a year, and to 
answer which the estimate is made up in three distinct portions accordingly.
